Hunters can expect more bucks 
this year for deer rifle season 


By Irene Pettyjohn 
Hunters should find Crawford 


] County’s deer herd in good shape for 


the opening of firearm deer season on 
November 15. 

“I've seen more bucks this summer 
than Jever have,” said DNR conserva- 
tion officer Bruce Patrick. “Overall, I 
think the deer herd may be down from 
previous years, but it stili should be a 
good season. As always,” said Pat- 
rick, “‘it all depends on the weather.” 

It’s been a cold and rainy fal! in 


| northern Michigan with snow coming 


inearly November. Weather forecast- 
ers predict temperatures will warm up 
slightly this week. 


“It’s a flip ofacoin when itcomes to 
the weather,” said Patrick. Two years 
ago freezing rain and snow spoiled the 
opener, sending many hunters home 
empty handed. In 1990, there was 
about a foot of snow on the ground in 


early November, but it was gone by 


November 15, Hunters took some big 


bucks that year, possibly because of 
the poor kill the preceding season. 

Bow hunting scason began on Octo- 
ber 1, and Patrick said bow hunters 
have taken some good-sized bucks, 
which will have some e/fecton whatis 
available for the firearm season. Most 
of Crawford County is closed to antler- 
less hunting during the firearm sca- 
son. Doe permits were issued for only 
a srnail area east of F-97 in Lovetls 
Township, which Patrick said may 
discourage some hunters from com- 
ing to the county, 

Antlerless hunting is restricted in 
Crawford County because it is hunted 
heavily during bow season. Bow hunt- 
ers can take either a buck or a doe. 

Gail Madsen, of Skip’s Sports Shop 
on M-72 West, is looking forward to a 
good opener. 

“With opening day on Friday, hunt- 
ers only have to lose one day of work 
for three days off,” she said. 

Madsen said there has been with a 
good ratio of bucks and does taken by 


bow hunters. In fact, she said the 
hunting in Crawford County has been 
good throughout all the hunting sea- 
sons. 

Rutting season is just beginning 
which should help hunters spot the big 
bucks in the woods, During rutting 
season, bucks become more active and 
not as wily as they are at other times of 
the year, 

A new regulation this year restricts 
the total number of bucks a hunter can 
take during both seasons. 

Patrick explained that ifa bow hunter 
takes two bucks during bow season, 
he cannot take another buck during 
firearm season. Thiscould make some 
bow hunters ineligible to hunt during 
firearm season, Patrick said he has 
been recommending bow hunters take 
a doe with their first license and then 
a buck, leaving one buck for firearm 
season. 

The new regulations w were designed 
to help bring the deer herd into a better 
buck/doe ratio and hopefully leave 


more bucks for firearm season, but 
Madsen said she thinks the new law is 
100 difficult to understand and nearly 
impossible to enforce. 

“Most people uy to abide by the 
law,” said Madsen, “but they have dif- 
ficulty understanding the laws (con- 
servation) because of the way they are 
written. The way this law is written, 
most people have to ask whatit means, 
putting us in a position of trying to 
explain it. It’s a law based totally on 
the honor system because unless a 
person is caught with two bucks, who’s 
going to know what was taken,” 

Patrick cautioned hunters to wear 
plenty of hunter orange. 

“The more the better,” said Patrick. 
“It’s the single best way to protect 
yourself while in the woods whether 
hunting small game or deer hunting. 
We’ ve been real lucky in the county 
with no serious hunting accidents for 
several years.” 

“No deer is worth getting hurtover,” 
said Patrick.

County fixing old DNR building 
to house local ambulance crew

The county is proceeding with its 


plans to remodel the garage complex | 


at the old DNR Ficld Office site on 
Michigan Avenue to house Grayling 
North Flight ambulances and crew. 

Commissioner Lee Riley reported 
that he has received bids from several 
local cement, plumbing, constriction, 
and electrical businesses, totalling 
approximately $9,300, and asked the 
board to give him permission toacccpt 
the lowest bids and begin construction 
work immediately. 


Riley said in most cases he has re- 
ceived at least two bids. In the cases 
where Riley has only secured one bid, 
he said he would continue to try to get 
additional bids, but that he wanted 
permission to use the bids he has as the 
lowest bids. This would not be a 
sealed bid pracess, 

Riley, who is chairman of the prop- 
erty management committee, said the 
remodeling project will include con- 
struction of some interior cement block 
walls, securing two exterior bay open- 
ings, remodcling the interior, and some 


electrical and plumbing work. Riley 
said the bids he has are far only a 
portion of the total remodeling proj- 
ect, He said the building must meet all 
state and federal building codes which 
includes barrier-free bathrooms. 

Commissioner Robert Smock said 
he was concerned that by approving 
‘Riley’s request and not following an 
open bidding process that the public 
was not being appraised of what the 
county is doing. Riley said the Board 
of Commissioners is not required to 
go through the bidding process. 


Riley said, with winter coming on, 
it is critical that construction begin as 
soon as possible. He also pointed out 
that if construction was not started be- 
fore November 15, the opening of 
deer season, it might be difficult to get 
anyone to begin work until December 
1, 

Riley reminded.commissioners of 
the county's obligation to supply hous- 
ing for Grayling North Flight as part 
of its agreement with the Traverse 
City based ambulance service. The
